be transferred to a trader's yard, s 
she could be sold on some 
cotton plantation." 


The writer has before him, a lette 


from a gentleman in New Orleans 
under date of 3d of November ,1859 
from which the following sentence, re 
ftrring to the girl, is extracted: "Ti 
prevent her bein^ placed with a trade 
for aale, the mother has agreed to pay 
$1,000 for her. 
Nothing yet paid 


nor any act of sale passed ; it will bo 
soon." This gentleman had been re- 
quested to inquire into the fuels ol 
the case on the spot at an early date, 
and it would seem from the tenor of 
the letter that he obtained his informa- 
tion in part, if not in whole, from the 
person whom both the girl and mother 
allege to be the agent through whom 
the sale was contracted. 


In a letter from the girl to u, lady 


in Rhode Island, under the date of 
30th November, 1859, she alludes in- 
cidentally to the bill of sale being in 
the possession of Mr. 
, a Notary 


Public, and further says, "they have 
sold me to mother," and that iho bill 
of sale had been forwarded for signa- 
ture to the wife of the gentleman by 
whttse order she had been sold, but 
that she declines signing it. 
If the 


statement of the girl is to be relied on, 
It would seeni not only to conflict with 
that of Bishop Clark, in regard to 
the girl's being owned in his own 
right, by the gontlomnn to whom the 
Bishop alludes; but the refusal of 
his wife to perfect the bill of sale, 
might give some color to the allegation 
that has been mado in some quarters, 
to the effect that the girl, if a slave 
at all, really belongs to an estate now 
in the handi of executors—the suuic 
executors beiug Irustces for several 
orphan infants who inherit a small 
property contingent upon the

'I he two mates of the American 
bark 


Anna, previously reported under arrcit 
pon a charge of having caused the death 
f six colored seamen by brutal trentment 
mil been brought up (or examination br- 
bre the magistrates at Newport, Isle of 
Wight. 
Evidence of great cruelty wti 


adduced, but it was asserted 
for the de- 


en ;e that the men died from yellow fevir 
which had prevailed on board th« vessel. 


The American Minister having sent a 


protest against the jurisdiction of th» 
Court, the Magistrates had to diimin the 
charge. 
This 
protest was accompanied 


with a request thai the magistrate! would 
detain the defendants till the matter could 
je inquired into by the American Consul, 
so tkey might be remanded to their own 
country, under the extradition treaty. 
The 


magistrates considered they could not hold 
the accused without a formal requisition, 
and they were accordingly discharged.— 
The mates had been conveyed to their ship 
under protection ofthe police for fear from 
the fury of the mob. 


The London Times has a strong editorial 


on the case, in which it aays these crimes 
for which the American merchant service 
has become justly, infamous, demands the 
serious attention of privileged people. 


Another case of cruelty on board the 


American ship Wizard King, which re- 
sulted in the death of the victim, had en- 
dergone investigation before a coroner in 
London. 


The jury in their verdict state exhaus- 


tion to have been the cause of death, but 
at tbe same tlmi charge the ofhcers of the 
vessel with gross and cruel neglect. 


It is rumored Hint government intends 


early in the Spring to disband the militia 
now embodied. 


THE CONGRESS.—The announcement that 


Lord Cowley rerurned to Paris, was prema-= 
lure. He did not arrive till the 17th. On 
his arrival he had a long audience with 
the Emperor. 


A telegram fin the subject says the Em- 


peror requested Lord Cowle) to declare to 
the English Cabinet tnat, although desiring 
an intimate undeistanding with England 
on the basis of non-intervention, it was to 
be understood lhat France always consider- 
ed herself bound to the engagements of 
Villa Franca and the treaties of Zurich. 
This reserve was maintained during the last 
negotiations between England and France. 


The assembling of the Congress is still 


possible, being founded on the treaty ol 
Zurich. 


The Cabinet of the Tuilleries has !or- 


mally resumed negotiations concerning the 
Congress, and has by telegraph in'ormed 
the Northern Cturts of ihe desire of the 
Emperor. 


FRANCE—Napoleon has 
addresstd 
a 


most important free trade manifesto to 
Fould, Minister of State. Jt is dated Jan. 
o, and is published in the Monitmir of the 
15th. 
The letter in effect is as follows: 


Dfspile the uncertainty which still pre- 


vails on certain points of foreign policy, a 
piicifi: solution may conlid'lllly he looked 
forward to. The moment has therefore 
arrived to occupy ourselves * * * reduction 
on French produce, which will he at any 
rate an indication of good will. 


The two countries are nt Itng'.h fairly 


entering on the same path—on a contest 
in which both may be victorious, and where 
the one which yields the most has the right 
to expect most solid advantages. 


The Daily News say» the project will 


very much promote the welfare and increase 
the power of France. 


If Louis Napoleon had been required to 


give Europe a demonstration of his con- 
fidence in his own power, he could hardly 
have complied more effectually than by 
announcing a pol'cy of free trade. 


Other London journals speak in highly 


eulogistic strains of the Emperor's project, 
and the Morning Star says Cobtlcn has 
added another claim to the gratitud* of 
his country,for it is to his exertions, backed 
by a zealous co-operation of Mich'! Cheva- 
lier, that we are indebted for this new 
policy of the Emperor. 


The proposed changes are not expected 


to take place before August. 


It ia stated that the French government 


was about te proceed against the Society 
St. Vincent do Paula, a most important 
charitable 
association 
in France. 
The 


Min ister of the Interior hid already in- 
formed all public functionaries that they 
must choose between resigning their mem- 
bership of that order and retaining their 
office as public functionaries. 


It is also reported that the Papal .Nun- 


cio had delivered to .M. Baroche the note 
of the Papul government, dated Jan- 7, 
containing a formal official protest against 
the programme of the pamphlei, Le Pope 
et le Congress.
